Confusing This Year 


It’s budget time in town hall 
and the current work is difficult 
based on the requirement topro- 
duce an 18-month budget to be 
presented to town meeting in 
March, ke 

Town Manager J, Maynard 
Austin has been meeting with dee 
partment heads this past week and 
reviewing budgetary requests for 
the coming year, 

Among the more depressing 
information gathered by the 
manager and the department 
heads in reviewing estimated re- 
ceipts was the motor vehicle 
excise tax account, 

The town manager reported 
this week that due to problems 
at the state level on getting the 
bills out, the town treasury ale 
ready will be suffering a $1 loss 
to be represented in the tax rate, 

The excise tax bills are pro- 
cessed by the state and sent to 
the towns and cities for fore 
warding, This year a change in 
the computer operations, ree 
sulted in all sorts of problems, 
including double billing in some 
cases, and generally late billing 
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in most cases, 

To Andover, the problem re- 
sults in about $200,000 off the 
estimated receipts, which will, 
of course be reflected in the tax 
rate figuring, 

The compilation of an 18-month 
budget is a difficult procedure, 
since some accounts fall due only 
partially within the overall plan- 
ning period, while other munici-

School Renovation 


Could Cost $900,000 


The building committee for the 
Doherty-Shawsheen joint renova- 
tion project recently climaxed 20 
working meetings over five 
months by winning school come 
mittee approval of the prelimin- 
ary plans, and setting the budget 
for construction costs at the two 
schools, including site work, at 
approximately $900,000, 

Ralph Crossan, chairman of 
the building committee, said that 
the overall costs will also include 
furnishings and the architect's 
fee, Crossan said the exact pro= 
cedure for providing the furnish- 
ings has not yet beenestablished, 

Superintendent Dr, Kenneth R, 
Seifert told the TOWNSMAN that 
talks with Shawsheen teachers 
and administrators had estab- 
lished that furnishings from only 
two of the 12 present classrooms 
can be used after renovation, 
since the rest are leftovers from 
the 1930°s and 40°s, unworkable 
in the flexible spaces planned; 
but Seifert said the school com- 
mittee furnishings estimate of 
$200,000 absolutely would not be 
exceeded, The schools will go 
light on equipment to compensate, 

The building committee had 


elicited high praise at the last 
regular school committee meet- 
ing for their work, and their 
architect’s services, intranslat- 
ing the educational specifications 
into a better plan at bothschools, 
particularly in better use of space 
than the ‘‘ed spex’* provided, 

Architect Kenneth Dinisco of 
Johnson and Hotved, Boston 
**found’® extra learning spaces at 
Doherty, according to Superin- 
tendent Seifert, for an arts and 
crafts room, and at Shawsheen, to 
separate the cafeteria and gym=- 
nasium, so that physical edue 
cation can be taught every period, 

Approval of the preliminary 
plans was not unanimous, howe 
ever, Committeeman Dr, Frank 
Griggs objected to the Doherty 
School plans and the total project 
cost. He said that the build- 
ing committee had compromised 
and violated the educational spe- 
cifications at Doherty by shifting 
the positions of some rooms, such 
as the kindergarten and the ine 
structional materials center, and 
this had escalated the costs. 

Everyone jumped on him, for

what was seen as an attempt to 
split off the Doherty renovations, 
blaming it for the fact that the 
total cost was going to exceed 
the school committee's original 
estimate of $600,000, plus $200, 
000 for furnishing, 

Seifert asked him not to make 
a political football out of 800 
children in the two schools. 
Chairman William King noted 
that room shifts made were 
tradeoffs for a specific educa~ 
tional gain, School committee- 
man William Lane was fuming, 
Frank Hill noted that Doherty, 
with 500 children, accounted for 
only 40% of the costs, and Shaw- 
sheen, with 300 students, for 60% 
of the costs, but he had not ob« 
jected to the costs, or changes in 
the educational specifications at 
Shawsheen, 


Building Committee Chairman 
Crossan kept his cool, said that 
shifts from the school com- 
mittee*’s educational specifica= 
tions in room placement had not 
escalated costs, but costs were 
escalated by new electrical and 
mechanical codes enacted just 
in September, He noted that just 
the electrical bill for Shawsheen 
alone would be $168,000, One 
change in Doherty, creating three 
large rooms upstairs instead of 
one very large one, was made to 
avoid new requirements for 
costly undergirding of the second 
story floor, if it was to remain 
completely open, Crossan noted 
that six building committee meme 
bers were engineers, and had 
checked figures down to cost of 
lighting fixtures, 

“The town has no choice but 
to go ahead with it at this cost,” 

The building committee is

unanimous and adamant that the 
project be a joint one, as the 
town charged them, he told the 
schoolmen, 

“It’s a case of updating two 
out-dated buildings, For exe 
ample, the Doherty School does 
not meet minimum state require- 
ments for physical education,’* 

The town meeting article will 
be for a single appropriation for 
the joint project, Crossan said, 
but it will be broken down into 
the costs of each project, for 
voter information, Building com= 
mittee member Francis Bailey 
noted that there is a consider- 
able savings incontractors’ costs 
by doing both schools as a joint. 
project, 

After this committee meeting, 
it took two building committee 
meetings for the building come 
mittee to arrive at its approxi+ 
mate budget of $900,000 for 
general construction and site 
costs, leaving furnishings and 
the architect*s fee still to 
be. worked out, There has been 
some dissatisfaction with the 
handling of furnishings in past 
school buildings, and it seems 
likely that the superintendent of 
schools will have a strong say in 
this part of the total project, 

The architect now is pros 
ceeding with final drawings, 
Crossan said Tuesday, and he 
anticipates their being ready for 
bids in late January or early 
February, Are they on schedule 
so far? ‘*Absolutely, That’s what 
we've been driving so hard forin 
the past five months, They have 
to be ready for the March town 
meeting,*®

To all those in ‘‘gringo-land” .. . 
Hola! from taco and moustache 
country! It's been four months since I 
left Andover for Mexico and I figure 
it's about time to share some of the 
experiences I've had on this side of the 
Rio Grande. On July 8, Summer 
courses began in Guadalajara. I spent 
five eventful and fascinating weeks 
there studying, traveling and living 
with a Mexican family. Then, unable to 
tear myself away from the Spanish 
atmosphere and the cultural 
opportunities offered here, I enrolled in 
the ‘‘Universidad Nacional Autonoma 
de Mexico’’ (UNAM) in Mexico City. 
And here I am! And here is a rundown 
of the life-styles, experiences, and 
impressions I have come across while 
living here. 

Attending UNAM is a cosmopolitan 
experience. I am a student at the 
School for Foreigners in the College of 
Philosophy and Letters so classes are 
sprinkled with Canadians, Japanese, 
French, Germans, Italians and others. 
My classes are all in Spanish, spanning 
literature, history and art. UNAM 
itself is a huge, beautiful university - 
both in its exterior aesthetic 
architecture and in its active, pulsing 
student .body of over 90,000. Outside 
murals done by famous names like 
Diego Rivera, David Siqueiros, and 
Juan O'Gorman depict Mexican history 
and add to the colorful cultural 
complex of the campus. The sports 
facilities are those left from the 1968 
Olympics and couldn't be better. 

Being that Mexican universities 
house no dorms, the living situation is 
unique. This summer I lived with a 
family of thirteen children - never a 
dull moment! We shared a wedding, the 
opening of a new business, a thirty- 
second anniversary, various birthdays, 
and lots of good times. We have grown 
to regard each other as family, and I 
visit them when I start to feel a little 
homesick. Here in Mexico city, I share 
an apt. with the widower who owns it, 
his niece, his maid, two Mexican 
guests, and a girl from New York. It is 
a comfortable setup. The lively little 
maid, Esmeralda, lives a Cinderella- 
type existence, with separate quarters 
and all. 


Although Mexico City is the sixth 
largest in the world, it has still been 
saved from inflation in many aspects. 
Intracity transportation is a real 
bargain. For 4c you get a bumpity- 
bump ride around the city, hear a free 
concert from the blind guitarist that 
has hopped on to beg, and chat with a 
little brown grandmother wrapped in a 
black shawl. The buses themselves are 
colorful-brightly decorated inside with

fringe, ads, holy pictures, Bugs Bunny 
decals, or pinup girls - depending on the 
personality of the driver. If you're a 
Women’s Libber, you’re doomed on a 
Mexican bus. Men hop up offering 
every lady a seat until everyone is jum- 
ping up & down like musical chairs. 
For 8c you can make use of the infant 
subway system. The metro is two 
years new, stops are well-lit, clearly 
marked with international picture 
language, piped with music and sports 
several snackbars, clothing and 
boutique shops in each one. One station 
even has a pyramid in the center. The 
unusual Indian relic was found when 
they dug for the metro and left on the 
site intact as an integral part of that 
particular stop. Mexican taxicabs have 
meters thick with dust from no use, 
due to the system of bargaining. You 
dash in and out of insane traffic, stick 
your head in the window and haggle 
until you reach a price suitable to both 
(or until the light changes and the 
driver zooms away laughing, leaving 
you in the rain hunting a different 
taxi!) The stereotype conception of a 
Mexican plodding down a dirt road ona 
sleepy donkey is still true in the 
smaller pueblos but in the city, the only 
thing that arrives by burro, I 
sometimes suspect, is my incoming 
mail! 

Other cities can also be reached 
cheaply, and my roommate and I have 
taken advantage of that fact to travel 
almost every weekend. My most 
memorable experiences en route were, 
oddly enough, not the times we took 
Express-Ist Class but when we 
practically crawled to our destination 
in the cheapest mode of transportation 
possible.

Sitting atop a rocky 
relic of what was once a large religious 
metropolis, it is easy to let the 
imagination stray and see the fertile 
mountain valley dotted with Indians 
worshipping the same temples that 
tourists now so hurriedly take pictures 
of.

gram is that when children can 
interpret words in the light of 
actual experiences they have had, 
those words have a lot more 
meaning for them, As a result, 
of adoption of the program, regu= 
lar shipments of materials for 
both the physical science and life 
science studies arrive at the 
elementary schools on a regular 
basis, Sixth graders eagerly 
await the arrival of the next 
shipment of plants to add totheir 
terrarium, or crickets to add to 
the tiny glassed-in eco-system 
to see what effect this has on 
the plants, 

Philip Dyer, who is coordie 
nator of the elementary science 
and mathematics programs, exe 
plains that each age level is 
studying units of physical science 
(involving the interaction of mate 
ter and energy) and life science, 
(a study of living organisms in 
the eco-system), 

First graders are investigat- 
ing material objects in their 
physical science studies learn- 
ing to describe objects by their 
Properties, and to sort and 
classify them according to these 
properties, They begin with 
blocks, shells, sandpaper, and 
most are now finding that some 
metals and woods are much 
heavier than other metals and 
woods, First graders also learn 
to describe living organisms by 
their properties,

Second graders are learning, 
to understand the concepts of 
interaction and of systems =a set 
of related parts that interact to 
form a_ single whole, In life 
science they study life cycles, 
watching a bean seed go from 
seed to plant and back to seed, 
and will be studying the life 
cycles of frogs and fruit flies, 
They come up against the idea 
of mortality if a shipment of 
fruitflies arrives in bad shape and 
doesn’t survive. 

Subsystems and variables are 
the study of third graders. Sube 
systems is the physical science 
concentration for this age level, 
They learn about variables in 
life science by studying popula- 
tion using fruitflies, They learn 
about predators and prey from 
the terrarium eco-system that 
holds plants, crickets and 
chameleons, 

Fourth graders study relative 
position and motion in physical 
science, We tend to look at things 
from our own point of view, buta 
scientist must look at things from 
a variety of points of views, A 
mythical Mr, O is the focus 
point outside of the individual, 
Dyer notes that this has impli- 
cations in the self-awareness 
program, It is often useful in 
a social situation to ask ‘*How 
do things look in relation to Mr, 
O?? 

In life science, fourth graders 
study the environment, and habi= 
tats for living organisms, They'll 
meet the isopod, a small black 
wiggly creature who has definite 
preferences for certain habitats, 

Fifth graders study energy 
sources, in physical science; 
flying paper airplanes is one of 
the activities, which alsoteaches 
them about variables and aero- 
dynamics. In life science, the 
fifth graders study communities 
of isopods, they buildterrariums 


themselves, meet crickets again, 
and frogs, and study seed parts, 
to see whichpart of various seeds 
grows, 

The physical science unit for 
sixth graders is models - elec- 
tric and magnetic interaction, 
They learn about open and closed 
circuits and build their own bate 
teries, Ecosystems is the life 
science emphasis in the sixth 
grade, 

Dyer is enthusiastic about a 
science program which starts 
with materials as a base, He 
feels this gives Andover schools 
possibilities for integrating 
science with other disciplines, 
to end up with a more flexible 
and effective program for all stu= 
dents, 

In case some parents are con= 
cerned that children can’t tell 
them ‘“‘the answers’® they got 
from their experiment, Dyer says 
this is not a reason to be dis- 
turbed. He notes that most prob= 
lems don’t have pat answers, 
Pollution, for example, has to be 
seen as a complex problem, and 
the solutions to water pollution 
and air pollution, are dif- 
ferent, but related, The 
SCIS science program seeks to 
help children see this kind of in= 
teraction and relatedness, in 
their studies,

AIRS (Andover Individualized 
Reading System) is only a part

Mrs, Murphy says there are 
mostly subjective or comprehen= 
sive questions, to avoid ruining 
a good story for the child, but 
at least one question is always 
on vocabulary, or some other 
technical question, Through the 
answers, the teacher can keep 
tabs on the child’s understanding 
and pick up areas in reading 
skills that may need extra 
instruction from the AIRS matere 
ial,

until more than sixty would be 
involved at a time, In these num= 
bers, the group moved to the 
North Andover Community 
Center for once a week programs,

The people of Massachusetts sent 
politicians of both parties a message 
on Nov.7 - a message to make 
“drastic’’ spending cuts and to do 
away with governmental ‘‘waste and 
foolishness,”’ 

That’s the view of Edward F. King, 
Jr., whose Committee for Jobs and 
Government Economy successfully 
led the fight against the graduated in- 
come tax. 

By more than a two-to-one margin, 
State voters refused to authorize the 
Legislature to substitute the 
graduated tax for the present flat- 
rate system levy of five per cent on 
earned income and nine per cent on 
unearned income - even though 
advocates of the new method argued 
that everyone making under $20 
thousand a year would be better off 
with a graduated tax. 

“In theory,’’ Mr. King admits, ‘‘the 
graduated tax has nothing to do with 
spending. But people were following 
their instincts in the voting booths 
and sending the politicians a 
message.” 

Mr. King’s group will join with the 
Citizens for Fair Taxation - which he 
concedes to be a more broadly-based, 
grassroots organization than his own 
business-oriented group - and with 
such other diverse groups as the 
Teamsters’ Union and the state’s 
Selectmen’s Association to ‘‘speak 
with one voice’ about the need to 
hold down spending. 

‘‘We had a lot of help from people 
in both parties who are concerned 

about curbing excesses,” he says. 
‘And we feel we have a responsibility 


to help ordinary people, who've 
shown a concern about holding the 
line,”’ 

And the Republican State 
Committeeman from West Roxbury 
insists you can cut costs without 
being ‘‘a reactionary, a Neanderthal 
or turning widows out into the 
streets.’’ 

He cites two examples of what he 
calls ‘‘waste and foolishness”’ to back 
up his contention that the issue of 
economy in government shouldn’t be 
a liberal-conservative battlefield, 

“In Illinois, medicade costs $80 per 
person a year,’ he says. “Here, it 
costs $320 - four times as much. If we 
cut only half of that budget, it would 
save about $20 million. 

“The liberals will scream but I’m 
not attacking the patients, I’m 
attacking the system. Maybe we’re 
being double-billed in some cases.’’, 

He sees another potential area for 
Savings in higher education. 

“Our state college tuitions are 
completely out of line compared with 
other states,’’ he maintains. 
‘Everybody here pays $250 a 
semester. But we ought to charge 
tuitions inline with private schools 
and make allowances based on need - 
someone destitute would pay no 
tuition at all.’’ 

How much would this save? 

“Thirty million dollars the first 
year,” he believes, ‘‘and when people 
start realizing that if they have to pay 
three thousand dollars a year they 
might as well go to Harvard, maybe 
we can cut down on some of those 
massive building programs and save 


even more money.”’ 

Mr. King, although admitting that 
the theory of the graduated income 
tax has nothing to do with how much 
the state spends, is unapologetic 
amid attacks by Governor Sargent 
and others that misleading 
advertisements financed by ‘‘fat 
cats’’ helped defeat the proposal. 

“That's nitpicking,” he says. ‘‘The 
governor's staff itself used statistics 
based on previous years’ revenues. 
Both sides shaded the case - that’s 
politics. Why pay for ads which don’t 
get across your side of the story?

I would. like to point out at 


this time that no dramatic pro-= | 


duction is an actual representa= 
tion of life. The process of 
transfering life to the stage 
automatically implies modifica- 
tion, change, selection, arrange- 
ment, Realistic styles strive for 
an illusion of reality, The scene 
depicts real places and thingss 
the characters are real humans 
who respond to psychological 
stimuli much as they would in 
life. The setting, the actors, 
the lighting, the properties - 
all attempt to create the feeling 
of reality. This illusion may be 
accomplished in one of several 
ways. The differences depend 
upon the amount of selections 
and arrangement, 

Naturalism is the most ine 
tensely realistic style, It aims 
at a reproduction of life upon the 
stage with a minimum of selec- 
tion and arrangement, It has 
been called ‘“‘slice of life’ 
drama, Naturalism originated 
in the last half of the nine~ 
teenth century as a revolt against 
the artifice and sentimentality 
of the romantic stages, As is true 
of most revolts, it went to the 
opposite extreme, Naturalism 
was based upon the concept that 
the theatre is life, Antoine, the 
father of naturalism, shocked the 
theatrical world with his repro- 
duction of life, The naturalists 
rejected the ‘‘well-made”’ play. 
Their scenes were largely tab= 
leaux of life, In revolt against 
the ornate and beautiful, though 
meaningless, baroque scenery, 
the naturalists reproduced rep- 
licas of life, In revolt against the 
deelamatory style of acting, the 
naturalistic actors ‘‘lived** their 
parts and played their roles with 
absolute verisimilitude, ignoring

W ords For The Birds 


Let us consider words for 
birds, 

For instance, how did Lincoln’s 
sparrow get its name? (Don’t 
bet on your first thought!) And 
what do the impressive scientific 
names of birds mean in transe 
lation to English? For example; 
Say’s phoebe (Sayornis saya), 

Recently, Edward S, Gruson, 
who has such a well-developed 
sense of humor that one wonders 
why he became a birder, rounded 
up much bird-name information 
in a new volume ‘‘Words for 
Birds** (published by Quadrangle 
Books, New York), 

Let’s take Lincoln’s sparrow 
first. If you*re a normal citizen 
who earns a living tending your 
own business, you probably never 
have heard of the bird, It’s an 
insignificant little bird that 
breeds across North America 
from Alaska to Maine and une 
doubtedly passes through your 
home town twice annually since it 
winters in the U.S, from Cali- 
fornia to Florida, But you have 
heard of Lincoln, you say? Come 
now, Thomas Lincoln of Dennys- 
ville, Maine? That’s who the 
sparrow was named after, 

And how does a scientific name 
such as Sayornis saya originate? 
Well, Charles Lucien Bonaparte, 
a lion of American ornithology 
between 1824 and 1831, gave the 
group of birds which we know 
as phoebes the scientific name 
Sayornis., How does it translate? 
Well, ornithology (study of birds) 
should give you a clue, ‘‘Ornis” 
is Greek for bird, Sayornis bee 
comes ‘*Say’s bird,’* 

The Say of Say’s bird was 
Thomas Say of Philadelphia, If 
one looks too closely at 
Sayornis saya, this dignified 
scientific name dissolves into 
baby talk, Literally it means 
**Say-Say Bird,”* 

How Tom Say won the honor 


of having a bird named after him & 


is an involved story, Around 1800 
Tom went to work for the Phila- 
delphia Academy of Natural His- 
tory for 75 cents a week, Which 
proves that zoologists were 
underpaid even in those days, He 
was not the organization manthat 
he could have been, He tended to 
wander off with a paint box, re= 
cording the shellfish and insects 
of North America, 

Say edited  Bonaparte’s 
ponderous ‘‘American Ornith- 
ology’® is 1825, The chore earned 
him immortality as a bird name, 
but probably little else, The next 
year Say arrived at New 
Harmony, Indiana, which was a 
commune of 19th Century mise 
fits, Here Say completed two 
monuments of American zoology: 
*“‘American Entomology’®® (in= 
sects), and ‘‘American Cone 
chology’® (shellfish),
